The material was compiled 
by Cal-Tax analyst and is 
based on material provided 
by the legislative analyst, 
the legislative coun.sel, the 
secretary of state, the at¬ 
torney general, legislative 
committees and various in 
terest groups. 

It is our suggestion that 
you clip the scries for study 
and information necessary 
for you to make a know¬ 
ledgeable vote at the June 
Primaries. 

PART II 
Proposition 3 

Capitol Restoration. Placed 
on the ballot by SCA 6.5 
I Mills), Proposition 3 adds 
a provision to the state con¬ 
stitution which limits the 
manner in which future 
changes to the state capitol 
can occur. The measure is 
designed to preserve the ori¬ 
ginal and historic character 
of the Capitol by providing 
that all future changes must 
be made by legislation speci¬ 
fically designating the cost, 
reason, design and historical 
integrity of the proposed 
change. 

Supporting Arguments 

— ’The state is currently 
spending $63.8 million to re¬ 
store the Capitol. It should 
be constitutionally protected 
against a repeat of the in¬ 
consistent and destructive 
alterations of the past. 

— The state Capitol is an 
imiMJrtant part of our heri¬ 
tage and its historical inte¬ 
grity must be safeguarded. 

Supporting ballot argu¬ 
ments sign^ by state Sena¬ 
tor James Mills. 

Opposing Arguments 

— Enactment of this mea¬ 
sure constitutes a misuse of 
the State Constitution. There 
is no reason to lock into the 
constitution “color, detail, 
design structure or fixtures” 
for the Capitol. The Legisla¬ 
ture can easily pass a law 
requiring the same condi¬ 
tions outlined by this mea¬ 
sure. 

Opposing ballot .a.rguments 
signed by Assemblyman Eu¬ 
gene Chappie and Assembly- 
man Stan Statham. 

Proposition 4 

Public Housing Elections. 
The state constitution cur¬ 
rently prohibits the develop¬ 
ment of a low-rent housing 
project by a state public 
body until such project is 
approved by a majority of 
the qualified voters in the 
city of county where the pro¬ 
ject will be located. Placed

Fire Departmnnt. 

For the past few years 
the Community Hospi t a 1 
has been offering this com¬ 
munity service on the same 
weekend as the Art Fair 
when hundreds of visitors 
are in the vicinity of the 
hospital, and can easily and 
conveniently take advantage 
cf the material and services 
offered at the Health Fair. 


(Willie Brown), Proposition 
4 would delete the required 
vote and substitute the right 
of re.ferendum. A low-rent 
housing project could be de¬ 
veloped by a state public 
agency without voter ap- 
prov.al unless a petition call¬ 
ing for an election is signed 
by qualified voters number¬ 
ing at least 10 per cent of 
(he votes cast in the city or 
county in the last guberna¬ 
torial election. The com¬ 
pleted referendum petition 
would have to be submitted 
within 60 days of the public 
notice announcing a pro¬ 
posed project. 

Proposition 4 is a modified 
version of a measure defeat¬ 
ed in 1974 (Proposition 15). 

Supporting Arguments 

-- California is experien¬ 
cing a severe shortage of 
rental housing for low-in¬ 
come pe."sons. Proposition 4 
would sp'ur new construction 
and ease the burden of high 
rents. 

— It will cut local govern¬ 
ment costs. Current law re¬ 
quires costly and unneces¬ 
sary elections regardless of 
whether there is any com¬ 
munity opposition to a pro¬ 
posed project. 

— Proposition 4 retains 
the right of citizens to vote 
on low-income housing de¬ 
velopments. 

— It will allow public 
agencies more flexibility in 
serving low-income families. 

— Almost all publi c 1 y 
owned projects pay “Pay¬ 
ment in Lieu of ’Taxes” (PI 
LOT). Prior to 1978 those 
payments amounted to only 
30 or 35 per cent of normal 
property taxes. Now, with 
Proposition 13 property tax¬ 
ation, PILOT payments will 
run 70 to 80 per cent of nor¬ 
mal property taxes. These 
jiayments help pay for serv¬ 
ices 


Suppoting ballot ,arg u - 
ments signed by Assembly- 
man Willie Brown, Assem¬ 
blyman Howard Berman, and 
Assemblyman Charles Im- 
brecht. 

Opposing Arguments 

— Voter approval of each 
public housing project is es¬ 
sential because: 

(1) Property for public 
hojjsing projects is removed 
from the tax rolls. 

1 2» Aporoval of such a 
project constitutes an agree 
ment to provide all public 
.services (police, fire, water, 
sewer) for a 40-year period 
without commensurate local 
revenue. 

(3) The decision, once 
made, is ii reversible. 

— The present require¬ 
ment of mandatory voter 
approval is similar to thar 
lequired for bond issues or 
other similar long-term com¬ 
mitments of local fiscal re¬ 
sources. 

— Proposition 4 is un¬ 
necessary. In more than 9C 
per cent of recent public 
housing elections, approval 
has been granted. The pre¬ 
sent provisions of the state 
constitution do no eliminate 
or discourage public housing. 

Opposing ballot argu e - 
ments signed by Assembly- 
mtn Robert Cline, and state 
Senator H. L. “Bill” Rich¬ 
ardson. 

Proposition 5 

News Sources. The state 
constitution provides gen¬ 
erally for freedoms of speech 
and the press. Existing sta¬ 
tutory law prohibits news 
per.sons from being judjged in 
contempt of court for re¬ 
fusing to disclose the source 
of information. 

Proposition 5, placed on 
the ballot by AC .A 4 (Lewis), 
would add to the constitution 
the language of California’s 
existing statutory “shield

The Sierra Madre Fire De 
partment volunteers recently 
“chipped in” to purchase a 
bit of historical no.stalgia 
when they purchased a 1M6 
vintage hand - drawn hose 
cart. 

The cart is believed to be 
a replica of the hand-drawn 
cait first purchased by the 
City of Sierra Madre back 
in the year 1909, along with 
.500 feet of hose to make up 
.‘'ierra Madre’s first real fire¬ 
fighting effort. 

The W & K cart was lo¬ 
cated by one of the mem¬ 
bers of the fire department 
and after some negotiations 
it was pur chased and 
brought to Sierra Madre 
The volunteers immediately 
went to work on it and re 
placed a damaged hose roll 
er and machined new wheel 
hearings to replace the badly 
worn originals. 

After dismantling the cart 
the firemen sandblasted it 
and Clark’s Auto Body put 
on a now coat of paint to 
restore it to is original 
beauty. New ropes were in 
stalled for the harness and 
an old-fashioned n ozzl ■' 
was mounted in the holder 
and several lengths of ho.se 
loaded on its reel. 

The cart made its first pub¬ 
lic appearance last Sat.ur- 
whon it was transported to 
Santa Fe Springs for their 
annual Firemen’s Para d e 
and anniversary celebration. 

The cart will be on display 
for the Sierra Madre Fire 
Department’s Open Hop s e 
this coming Saturday and it 
is expected to be hand-drawn 
in Sierra Madre’s Fourth of 
July Parade. 

Eventually it is hoped to 
have a display' case erected 
in front of the Fire - Police 
facility where the cart can 
lie put on static display.

What Voters Did 
59 Years Ago 

It was jiust 59 years ago 
April 27, that Sierra Ma- 
dreans went to the polls and 
voted a bond issue to raise 
$16,000 to purchase fire 
equipment for the Fire De¬ 
partment. 

The issue passed the y'oters 
on .a margin of 424 yes and 
22 noes. Tlie following story, 
word for word was taken 
from the Sierra Madre issue 
cf April 27, 1921. Headlines 
were: “Bonds Given A 
Splendid Endor.sement. 424 
Vote ‘For’ and 22 ‘Against’.” 

And the story states: 
“Sierra Madre gave the or¬ 
ganizations and those who 
have worked for the fire ap¬ 
paratus, their endorsement 
at the election Tucsd a y. 
Tweny-two people in this 
city do not want their homes 
protected — a least not by 
this apparatus — from burn¬ 
ing. We do not know, who 
they are, but we are scorry 
that they did not vote ‘Yes’. 

“TTie organization for the 
election was almost perfect. 
There was no dissention, ill 
feelings or compromisi n g 
situations. The Chamber of 
Commerce and Foremen’s 
Club along with the City 
Ti’ustces had endorsed the 
methods in obtaining this 
splendid equipme ii t .and 
knowing the value of this 
sort of protection, did not 
hesitate in doing all that 
they could in getting out the 
vote, regardless of the voter’s 
attitude. 

“Every citizen of Sierra 
Madre may well feel proud, 
as there is not another city 
Ihis size in the Unitetl States 
that has this sort of equip¬ 
ment.’’

Last year, California voters overwhelmingly passed 
Proixjsition 4, the “Spirit of 13’’ constit'Utioinal amendment 
aimed at limiting government spending. But, here we are, 
loss than six months later, and already some think they’ve 
found a way to get around' the voters! 

Proposition 1 is a $495 million general obligation bond 
measure which voters are being asked to approve on the 
June 3 ballot. As a general obligation measure, it will be 
paid back witii, our tax money — some $800 to $900 million 
of it. And, since the repayment of the principal and interest 
on bonds isn’t subject to the spending limitation, this means 
the state could spend the $495 million in addition to the 
monej- covered by the spending lid. 

Supporters of Prop, 1 are inferring that it’s "just an¬ 
other i)ark bill. In reality, it’s a collection of 15 spending 
programs, some of which are new and controversial, which 
they hope to get approved disguised as a park bill. 

Individals and organizations from around the state' 
have joined the California Chamber of Commerce in op¬ 
posing this deceptive and wasteful attempt to spend more 
tax dollars.

County Gas Rationing 

AB 3157 (Kapiloff), motor vehicles fuels allocation, 
passed out of Assembly Resources, Land Use and Energy 
8 to 5 on April 15. Voting was along party linos: Demo¬ 
crats for. Republicans opposed. This bill establishes state 
motor vehicle fuel conservation goals on a county-by¬ 
county, per capita consumpton basis and authorizes adop¬ 
tion of various measures by a county to achieve tliase 
goals. ’The bill also provides a method of monitoring county 
achievement of goals and, if a county fails to meet its 
goals for three consecutive months, the governor may im¬ 
plement, by executive order, specified motor vehicle fuel 
energy conservation measures. 

Assemblyman Filante summarized the opposition by 
asking why more government intervention and regula¬ 
tion would help solve what should be a free market oper¬ 
ation. Bill requires a two-thirds vote of the Assembly as 
an urgency measure. 

Seeks Increased Cash Flow 

state government is looking for methods to increase 
its cash flow, anticipating passage of Proposition 9. Legis 
lation has been introduced to tighten the state’s receipt 
of funds from business. 

AB 2545 (Melio) would have required employers who 
withhold $2,000 or more each, week in state personal In¬ 
come tax from employees’ paychecks, to send the total 
amount to the state within three banking days of the 
seventh, fifteenth, twenty-second, and last day of the 
month. Each business would have reported to tlie state 
an additional 40 times each year, current law requires 
monthly remittance of personal income tax funds. 

The state would have received an extra $30 million 
annually in interest from accelerating the remittance of 
personal income taxes under AB 2545. The state is currently 
receiving 11.25 per cent interest on its pooled investment 
fund. 

A survey conducted by the Chamber of selected busi¬ 
nesses showed that AB 2545 would have cost each business 
as much as $40,000 annually in increased paperwork. One 
of Califomia’s larger businesses estimated annuai loss of 
interest at $360,000 from the accelerated reporting. 

Mello dropped AB 2545 last week following strong op¬ 
position voiced by business and an extensive lobbyin.g 
effort by the Chamber and other business gsoups. The Mello 
bill is a preview of the type of efforts the state will be 
making to secure additional funds in the wake of Pro¬ 
position 9. 

State Windfall 

President Carter's new oil import fc?e, designed to 
decrease gasoline consumption, will also cost California 
motorists an estimated $72 million in new sales tax re¬ 
venues. 

The fee, levicxi on oil importers and gasoline refiners, 
will result in a 10 cent per gallon increase at tire .pumps 
starting May 15. Californians will be paying the six per 
cent state sales tax on this increase. Diesel fuel is not 
subject to the oil import fee program. 

California consumes more gas than any other state 
— an estimated 12 billion gallons annually. Californians 
will be contributing to the federal government an esti- 
maecd $1.2 billion annually, over 10 per cent of the naticxn’s 
total revenues from the new tax. 

In a wave of controversy over what some Washingon 
sources are calling an over-use of presidential autliority, 
three bills have been introduved in Congrsss, HR 6627, HR 
6829 and HR 6920, to stop the oil import fee by with¬ 
holding the Dc'partment of Energy funds for implementa¬ 
tion of the program. Sources say it is unlikely that the 
President wouid sign such measures or that Congress could 
override a veto. 

Court chalienges are expected reganding the leality 
of the President’s auhority to mandat a fee under the 
Trade Expansion Act and tlie Emergency Petroieum Al¬ 
location Act. Carter pians to use the oil import fee as an 
interim measure until a bill can be pas-sed through Con¬ 
gress to add 10 cents to the current four-cent federal 
gas tax.

when you really dont know 
a thing about them?” 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here arc a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects, 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person bfeyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel tlie 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Question: 

I was under the impression 
that the status of women 
had changed, as far as credit, 
but I’m not sure now. 

I have been divorced for 
eleven years, and haven’t 
really tried to get credit on 
my own. 

Recently, I went to the 
local branch of a major bank 
to .see about a small loan. 

I explained that I found a 
good deal on a car, and my 
father wwjld co-sign for the 
loan. I have had my check¬ 
ing account at this bank foi 
six years, plus a small sav¬ 
ings account. I’ve worked in 
a profe.ssional position with 
the State of California for 
three months but have work- 
(■cl steadily for two years, 
while I returned to school 
Ijart-time. I was told “the 
policy for women is, co¬ 
signer or not, w'omen have 
to be employed by the same 
company for a full year.” 

I really don’t understand 
this, as I know a man who 
wcr.ks as a free-lance car¬ 
penter, and doesn’t work 
during rainy weather, etc. 
but got a loan for a car, with 
a co-.signsr. They told him 
that three months on the job 
was required. 

Is this the regular policy, 
or a special case?

Answer: 

It appears that you are 
being discriminated against 
under provisions of the Fed¬ 
eral Equal Opportunity Act 
of 1975. Under the law, if 
you have earnings and as.sets 
that meet the bank’s credit 
lequirements, you must be 
given the same credit at that 
bank as a man in your posi¬ 
tion would be given. 

You should have received 
a .statement from the bank 
telling you the reasons for 
your credit denial. Also, the 
statement must tell you that 
you cannot be discriminatca 
against because of sex, mari¬ 
tal status, age, or other fac¬ 
tors and give you the name 
of the appropriate agency to 
take a complaint to. 

Contact the creditor and 
disCTJss the reasons for the 
credit denial. If you feel the 
reason is unjusified, explain 
your position to the creditor 
and give your rights under 
the law. If you can’t remedy 
the situation, you may wish 
to; 

— Contact a private at¬ 
torney about the possibility 
of recovering actual dam¬ 
ages and punitive damages 
up to $10,000 

— send a written com¬ 
plaint to and call;

to refuse to disclose their 
sources of information. 

Supporting Arguments 

— The free flow of infor¬ 
mation to the public is being 
threatened by actions of the 
California judiciary. Judges 
have created exceptions to 
the shield law and journa¬ 
lists are being jailed. Six re¬ 
porters in California have 
already spent time in jail. 

— California citizens lose 
when the right to unre¬ 
strained dissemination of in¬ 
formation by the news me¬ 
dia is lost. 

Supporting ballot argu - 
ments signed by Congress- 
maji Jerry Lewis, Robert 
Rawitch, Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Committee and As¬ 
semblyman Chari e s I m - 
brecht. 

— The Californit judiciary 
needs to be free to balance 
the public’s right to know 
against a defendant’s right 
to a fair trial. 

— When the withholding 
of information by a journ- 
list threatens the due-pro¬ 
cess rights of the criminal 
defendant, the U.S. Supreme 
Court has ruled in favor of 
the defendant based on his 
U.S. constitutional rights. 

— This measure will have 
no effect since the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution will frequently over¬ 
ride shield law situations. 

No opposing ballot argu¬ 
ments submitted for inclu- 
.sion in the sample ballot. 

Proposition 6 

Reapportionment. The re- 


apportionment language in 
California’s Constitution hae 
never been charged to con¬ 
form to the 1965 ruling of 
the U.S. Supreme Court or¬ 
dering equal representation 
for equal numbers of people. 

Proposition 6, placed on 
the ballot by ACA 53 (Key- 
sorl, would revise positions 
of the state constitution set¬ 
ting forth criteria for the 
reapportionment of senate 
and assembly districts. Ex¬ 
isting criteria contained in 
the state constitution were 
declared invalid. Proposed 
criteria for redistrict i n g 
would be: (1) single mem¬ 
ber districts: (21 reasonably 
equal district population: 
(31 district contiguity: (41 
consecutive district number¬ 
ing, commencing in the 
north: (51 city and county 
geographic integrity. 

Proposition 6 deletes the 
following language from the 
constitution; “No persons 
who are not eligible to be¬ 
come citizens of the United 
.States, under the naturaliza¬ 
tion laws, shall be counted 
as forming a part of the pop- 
uation of any district.” 

The effect of this deletion 
is .unknown. 

Supporting Arguments 

— Proposition 6 provides 
language required for con- 
fomance with federal law. 
The measure’s language i.s 
clearly defined in U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court rulings. 

— Proposition 6 would es¬ 
tablish reasonable rules for 
redrawing boundaries for 
legislttive and congressional 
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district after each census. 

— Without the criteria 
listed in Proposition 6, dis¬ 
trict could become confusing, 
unfair and unrepresenta¬ 
tive. 

— Removal of the current 
prohibition against counting 
“persons not eligible to be¬ 
come citizens” would have 
no effect on the 1980 U.S. 
Census or on California re- 
apportionment. The language 
does not aply to many “il¬ 
legal aliens” because they 
.are eligible to become citi¬ 
zens under federal naturali¬ 
zation laws. 

Supporting ballot argu¬ 
ments signed by Susan Rice, 
president. League of Women 
Voters: Thomas Plofeller, 
Rose Institute of State and 
Local Government: .and As¬ 
semblyman Robert Naylor. 

Opposing Arguments 

— Proposcition 6 would 
l'.ermit the counting of il¬ 
legal aliens and persons in¬ 
eligible for citizenshp. 

— The language of the 
measure is unclear. “Reason¬ 
ably equal” and geographic 
regions” are undefined. 

— The Legislature was un¬ 
aware of the above problem r 
when it passed the measure. 

Opposing ballot arguments 
signed by state Senator Bob 
Wilson and Assemblyman 
Leroy Greene.
